m   he  words  of  "Hark  the  Sound,"  UNC- 
m     Chapel  Hill's  alma  mater,  were  written  in 
m.      1897  by  William  Starr  Myers,  a  graduating 
senior.  The  Glee  Club  director  asked  Myers  to 
put  words  to  the  tune  "Aniici,"  and  the  song 
was  first  performed  on  June  2,  1897,  as  part  of 
the  Glee  Club's  Commencement  performance 
in  Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost  forgotten.  When  a 
University  quartet  tried  a  few  years  later  to  re- 
member the  words,  they  could  recollect  only 
the  first  verse  and  the  chorus  of  Myers'  original 
version.  Two  members  of  the  quartet,  Charles 
S.  Mangum  and  Charles  T.  Woollen,  added  two 
verses  to  the  one  they  remembered.  Mangum 
later  became  a  professor  in  the  School  of  Medi- 
cine, and  Woollen  worked  as  the  University's 
business  manager  and  controller.

GREETINGS 


On  a  gray  Sunday  morning  six  years  ago  today,  at  my  first  Commencement  as  Chancellor, 
I  expressed  the  confidence  that  high  above  the  clouds  "the  sky  is  Carolina  Blue. "  In  six 
years  I  have  learned  what  all  my  predecessors  came  to  learn:  there  are  clouds  above  the 
University  in  every  generation.  But  for  200  years,  the  University's  faith  and  the  faith  the  people  of 
North  Carolina  have  in  her  have  been  vindicated  in  every  generation:  the  skies  are  always  Carolina 
Blue. 

E.  M.  Forster  begins  his  wonderful  novel  Howard's  End  with  the  motto:  "Only  connect 
..."Alone,  with  its  three  dots,  this  motto  becomes  a  reminder  of  our  humanity,  a  counsel  of  wisdom, 
even  an  admonition  to  duty.  It  reminds  us  of  the  various  social  contexts  of  our  lives — -family,  village, 
state,  nation,  and  the  world  teeming  until  independent  strangers.  And  poignantly,  it  reminds  us  of  our 
myriad,  complex  associations  at  Carolina. 

Surely,  you  cannot  leave  this  ancient  place,  clutching  your  hard-won  new  degree,  the  accolade 
and  the  reward  for  your  years  of  living  and  working  here,  without  a  sense  that  thousands  of  others 
have  preceded  you  into  this  enterprise  of  learning  and  thousands  more  will  come  after  you.  Surely,  you 
know  how  many — your  parents  and  families,  your  teachers,  your  fellow  students — have  made  it 
possible  for  you  to  have  your  time  here  in  this  hallowed  community  of  learning  and  growth. 

Today  is  as  much  an  ending  and  a  beginning  for  me  as  it  is  for  you.  It  has  the  same  mix  of 
joy  and  sadness.  But  it  challenges  me — as  it  challenges  you — to  remember  that  the  magic  of  life  is  in 
the  continued  living  of  it. 

We  gather  here  ivith  a  memory  that  William  Richardson  Davie,  and  Cornelia  Phillips 
Spencer,  and  Kemp  Plummer  Battle,  and  Edward  Kidder  and  Frank  Porter  Graham  (to  invoke  only 
departed  saints),  and  thousands  more  as  dedicated  to  this  educational  enterprise  as  they,  were  in  the 
vanguard  that  preceded  us.  "Only  connect  . . . ":  we  know  our  debt  to  them  in  our  own  time.  We  have 
worked  to  preserve  and  to  continue  to  enliven  this  venerable  and  excellent  University.  "Only  connect 
. . . ":  we  know  our  obligation  to  those  who  come  after  us.  I  believe  we  are  leaving  our  University,  and 
theirs,  with  improved  prospects  for  its  long  life  and  health. 

Tlirough  bright  sunshine  and  lowering  clouds,  in  every  generation  those  who  attend  or  work 
at  Carolina  seek  to  make  her  stronger.  It  has  been  so  in  this  our  generation — yours  and  mine.  As  we 
step  out  from  her  sheltering  walls  into  the  uncertain  future,  we  may  greet  each  other  with  gratitude  for 
our  time  here  together  and  welcome  to  the  privilege  of  caring  for  Alma  Mater  a  new  generation, 
knowing  that  we  are  tied  to  her  forever  by  our  common  bond  of  shared  experience  until  those  who  have 
cherished  her  from  her  beginning  and  those  who  come  after  to  nurture  her  anew. 

Congratulations  to  all  of  you  for  your  work  well  done  here,  and  to  your  parents,  family,  and 
friends  who  celebrate  with  you  the  recognition  that  goes  with  your  Carolina  degree!

m        he  son  of  a  Methodist  minister  by  birth  and  a 

 M.          lawyer  by  training,  Paul  Hardin  III  found  his  life's 

calling  in  education.  After  twenty-seven  years  as  a  col- 
lege and  university  president,  he  stands  out  as  one  of 
the  foremost  chief  executive  officers  in  American 
higher  education. 

A  North  Carolina  native,  Hardin  is  the  seventh 
chancellor  of  The  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill,  the  nation's  first  state  university,  which 
concluded  an  eight-month  observance  of  its  200th 
anniversary  last  May. 

Hardin  came  to  Carolina  in  July  1 988  after  thirteen 
years  as  president  of  Drew  University  in  Madison, 
New  Jersey,  where  he  earned  a  reputation  as  sensitive 
to  the  needs  of  students,  faculty,  and  staff,  built  a  ma- 
jor library  complex,  and  started  a  program  that  made 
computers  accessible  to  every  freshman,  a  first  for  a 
U.S.  liberal  arts  school. 

He  was  president  of  Southern  Methodist  University 
in  Dallas,  Texas,  from  1972  to  1974  and  president  of 
Wofford  College  in  Spartanburg,  South  Carolina,  from 
1968  to  1972.  Except  for  stints  in  the  U.S.  Army  and 
as  a  practicing  lawyer,  Hardin  has  been  associated  with 
college  campuses  since  entering  Duke  University  at 
age  seventeen. 

In  presenting  the  chancellor  one  of  his  eight  hon- 
orary degrees  in  1994,  Duke  called  his  career  in  higher 
education  "an  impressive  demonstration  of  what  can 
be  accomplished  through  creative  approaches  to  aca- 
demic program  and  unswerving  dedication  to  high 
principle."  Similarly,  Rider  College  said  Hardin  was 
"one  of  the  finest  college  executives"  of  his  time  who 
had  generated  "informed  and  sustained  progress"  at 
every  campus  he  has  headed. 

Since  taking  the  helm  to  lead  the  University 
through  its  Bicentennial,  Hardin  often  has  reminded 
the  Carolina  family  that  in  the  complex  and  highly 
competitive  world  of  public  higher  education  the  fu- 
ture belongs  to  schools  that  command  it — not  to  those 
that  sit  passively  and  wait  for  it  to  occur. 

To  command  the  future,  Hardin  believes  Carolina 
must  build  new  partnerships,  celebrate  diversity,  and  re- 
main passionately  committed  to  its  time-honored  mission 
of  vital  teaching,  cutting-edge  research,  and  distinguished 
public  service.  The  chanceDor's  personal  goal  is  to  provide 
leadership  that  will  keep  Carolina  among  the  nations 
finest  public  research  universities  in  the  twenty-first  cen- 
tury. He  meets  that  challenge  by  combining  strong  and 
thoughtful  leadership  with  a  refreshing  sense  of  humor 
and  a  dynamic  personal  style. 


Hardin  was  instrumental  in  persuading  the  1991 
North  Carolina  General  Assembly  to  give  the  states 
public  universities  more  flexibility  to  manage  budgets 
and  personnel.  The  chancellor  has  strengthened 
Carolina's  own  internal  planning  and  budgeting  pro- 
cesses. In  1990,  Hardin  started  an  intense  yearlong  re- 
view of  the  University's  most  critical  long-term  goals 
and  strategies  for  reaching  them.  He  headed  a  panel  of 
faculty,  administrators,  and  students  that  produced  a 
1992  report  that  is  guiding  planning  for  the 
University's  third  century. 

Hardin  devotes  much  of  his  time  to  helping  raise 
private  funds  to  ensure  future  excellence  through  the 
Bicentennial  Campaign  for  Carolina,  the  largest  fund- 
raising  effort  in  University  history.  After  exceeding  its 
initial  $320  million  goal  in  March  1994,  sixteen 
months  ahead  of  schedule,  the  campaign  steering  com- 
mittee set  a  new  $400  million  goal.  The  University 
surpassed  the  revised  goal  in  early  spring  1995. 

Hardin  will  step  down  as  chancellor  in  June  1995 
following  successful  completion  of  the  campaign.  Be- 
sides successful  fund  raising,  other  hallmarks  of  the 
Hardin  administration  include  major  efforts  to  improve 
and  reward  undergraduate  and  graduate  teaching;  great 
strides  forward  in  faculty-conducted  research,  leading 
to  dramatic  gains  in  contract  and  grant  funding;  and 
strengthened  training  and  public  service  programs  for 
state  leaders  in  education,  government,  health  care, 
and  other  critical  fields. 

Hardin  is  a  stalwart  advocate  of  diversity  on  a  cam- 
pus that  leads  the  nation  in  the  number  of  Black  fac- 
ulty members  holding  endowed  professorships.  "I  be- 
lieve that  finding  ways  to  celebrate  our  diversity  may 
be  the  most  important  task  on  college  and  university 
campuses  today,"  Hardin  says.  "A  diverse  society  will 
continue  to  be  a  part  of  our  fives,  and  we  must  always 
work  toward  that — at  Carolina  and  beyond." 

The  chancellor  organized  a  task  force  to  study 
community  and  diversity  on  campus,  appointed  a 
committee  to  advise  him  on  ways  to  improve  race  re- 
lations, and  asked  trustees  to  honor  pioneering  Black 
faculty  by  naming  the  admissions  building  Blyden  and 
Roberta  H.  Jackson  Hall.  He  has  encouraged  efforts  to 
create  a  new  Residence  Hall  Association  Diversity 
Program  to  bring  more  Black  students  from  south  to 
north  campus;  hire  a  minority  development  profes- 
sional to  spearhead  fund  raising  for  student  programs; 
and  publish  a  directory  of  initiatives,  scholarships,  and 
organizations  for  underrepresented  students. 

Improving  American  public  education  is  high  on 


the  chancellor's  personal 
agenda.  He  serves  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  for  the 
Advancement  of  Teaching,  a 
policy  center  devoted  to 
strengthening  American  edu- 
cation, with  twenty-four 
prominent  education  and 
business  leaders.  The  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  center  has 
proposed  a  seven-step  call  for  action  on  issues  ranging 
from  improved  health  care  to  universally  available  pre- 
school in  a  landmark  report,  "Ready  to  Learn:  A  Man- 
date for  the  Nation."  The  foundation  has  tackled  other 
critical  issues  in  reports  such  as  "Scholarship  Recon- 
sidered: Priorities  of  the  Professoriate"  and  "Campus 
Life:  In  Search  of  Community,"  based  on  a  yearlong 
study  with  the  American  Council  on  Education. 

Since  1991,  Hardin  has  worked  as  a  founding 
trustee  of  Educate  America,  a  Morristown,  New  Jer- 
sey, organization  chaired  by  Thomas  Kean,  former 
governor  of  New  Jersey.  The  nonprofit,  nonpartisan 
organization  consults  with  school  districts  and  indi- 
vidual schools  attempting  to  strengthen  primary  and 
secondary  education  and  was  among  the  first  to  advo- 
cate a  national  achievement  examination  for  all  high 
school  seniors. 

Hardin  remains  a  leading  national  spokesman  on 
higher  education's  most  important  issues,  including 
athletic  reform,  a  career-long  interest.  A  charter  mem- 
ber who  recently  was  reappointed  to  a  rare  second 
term  on  the  NCAA  Presidents'  Commission,  he 
closely  monitors  reform  proposals  such  as  those  made 
by  the  Knight  Foundation  Commission  on  Intercolle- 
giate Athletics.  At  the  chancellor's  request,  UNC- 
Chapel  Hill  trustees  endorsed  the  commission's  report, 
which  called  for  firm  institutional  control  of  athletics 
and  academic  and  financial  integrity  of  athletic  pro- 
grams. 

Named  one  of  the  nation's  100  most  effective  uni- 
versity presidents  in  a  1986  study,  Hardin  has  contrib- 
uted to  several  international  and  national  education- 
related  organizations.  He  has  been  a  co-chairman  of 
the  Japan-U.S.  Conference  of  University  Presidents,  as 
well  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  in 
New  Jersey  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Independent  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities. Nominated  by  students  on  his  own  campus, 
Hardin  in  1993  was  named  an  honorary  member  of 
the  Golden  Key  National  Honor  Society,  which  helps 


academically  gifted  students  gain  recognition  and  lead- 
ership experience. 

The  chancellor,  whose  name  appears  in  Who's  Who  in 
American  Education,  twice  has  served  as  president  of  the 
National  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church,  and  has  chaired  the  National 
Commission  on  United  Methodist  Higher  Education. 

The  study  of  law  has  been  a  guiding  force  through- 
out Hardin's  career.  After  earning  Phi  Beta  Kappa  hon- 
ors and  an  undergraduate  degree  from  Duke  in  1952, 
Hardin  entered  Duke  law  school,  where  he  edited  the 
law  review  and  graduated  first  in  his  class.  He  served 
two  years  in  the  US.  Army,  then  practiced  law  in  Ala- 
bama before  returning  to  Duke  in  1958  to  teach  law  for 
a  decade.  He  is  professor  of  law  at  Carolina. 

The  chancellor  has  published  several  articles  on  legal 
topics  and  is  coauthor  of  two  books,  Cases  and  Materials 
on  the  Administration  of  Criminal  Justice  and  Evidence: 
Cases  and  Materials.  His  other  scholarly  articles  have  fo- 
cused on  civil  and  criminal  trial  procedures  in  Scotland, 
executive  privilege  in  the  federal  courts,  and  college 
campus  unrest. 

Hardin  vigorously  practices  the  community  service 
he  advocates.  Shortly  after  arriving  in  Chapel  Hill,  he 
and  then  Mayor  Jonathan  Howes  created  the  CCC 
(Coordination  and  Consultation  Committee)  to 
strengthen  relations  between  the  University,  Chapel 
Hill,  Carrboro,  and  Orange  County.  He  serves  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chapel  Hill- 
Carrboro  Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  vice  president  of 
the  Public  Private  Partnership,  as  a  member  of  the 
Greater  Triangle  Regional  Council,  and  belongs  to  the 
Chapel  Hill  Rotary  Club  and  the  University  United 
Methodist  Church. 

Hardin  campaigned  for  mayor  of  Durham  in  1967 
and  served  as  the  second  chairman  of  Durham's  Human 
Relations  Committee.  He  is  a  former  member  of  the 
Duke  University  Board  of  Trustees. 

Hardin,  who  was  born  in  Charlotte,  and  his  wife, 
Barbara,  call  several  places  in  North  Carolina  home  be- 
cause they  grew  up  as  the  children  of  Methodist  minis- 
ters. Hardin  lived  in  Asheboro,  Concord,  High  Point, 
Shelby,  Wadesboro,  and  Waynesville.  Barbara,  also  a 
Duke  graduate,  grew  up  in  Goldsboro  and  lived  in  sev- 
eral other  eastern  North  Carolina  towns. 

The  Hardins  have  three  children:  Paul  Russell 
Hardin  of  Atlanta,  Georgia;  Sandra  Mikush  of  Winston- 
Salem;  and  Dorothy  Holmes  of  Birmingham,  Michi- 
gan. The  chancellor  is  the  son  of  Bishop  Paul  Hardin  Jr. 
of  Asheville  and  the  late  Dorothy  Reel  Hardin.

eacher,  college  administrator,  anthropologist, 
author,  political  adviser,  and  businesswoman, 
Johnnetta  Cole  has  fashioned  a  unique  career  remark- 
able for  generous  service  and  personal  distinction. 
Reared  in  Jacksonville,  Florida,  in  a 
racially  segregated  society,  she  became 
an  early-entrance  student  at  Fisk  Uni- 
versity— going  on  to  earn  a  B.A.  de- 
gree from  Oberlin  College  and  M.A. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  Northwestern 
University.  Research  for  her  doctoral 
dissertation  in  anthropology  took  her 
to  Liberia  where  she  studied  the  eco- 
nomics of  changing  patterns  of  labor. 
Later,  she  would  edit  two  highly  in- 
fluential texts,  Anthropology  for  the 
Entities:  Introductory  Readings  and  An- 
thropology for  the  Nineties:  Introductory 
Readings.  In  1993  she  received  the 
American  Anthropological  Association  Distinguished 
Service  Award. 

Her  academic  career  led  her  from  Washing- 
ton State  University  as  Director  of  Black  Studies,  to 
Associate  Provost  for  Undergraduate  Education  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  to  Director  of  the  Latin 
American  and  Caribbean  Studies  Program  at  Hunter 


College.  In  1987  she  was  named  President  of  Spelman 
College  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  the  office  in  which  she 
continues  today.  In  1992,  after  five  years  of  her  leader- 
ship, Spelman  was  named  by  U.S.  News  and  World  Re- 
port as  a  premier  regional  liberal  arts 
college. 

Johnnetta  Cole  has  reached  be- 
yond the  world  of  academia  in  re- 
sponse to  other  invitations  of  service. 
She  was  appointed  by  President  Bush 
to  serve  as  a  Founding  Director  of  the 
Points  of  Light  Foundation  and  by 
President  Clinton  as  a  member  of  his 
transition  team  for  education,  labor, 
the  arts,  and  humanities.  She  sits  on 
several  corporate  boards  and  was  the 
first  woman  elected  to  the  Coca-Cola 
Enterprises  Board  of  Directors.  She  is 
Chair  of  the  41 -member  Presidents  of 
the  United  Negro  College  Fund. 

Johnnetta  Cole  has  garnered  new  records  of 
achievement  for  her  race,  her  gender,  and  her  profes- 
sion. Today,  she  graces  our  assembly  as  Commence- 
ment speaker,  and  we  proudly  add  our  own  to  her 
thirty-one  honorary  degrees  with  the  conferral  of  this 
degree,  Doctor  of  Laws.

m    housands  of  persons  across  the  world  who  suf- 
M.       fer  from  hemophilia  are  now  able  to  enjoy  a 
normal  life  span  because  of  the  research  of  Kenneth 
Brmkhous.  The  Alumni  Distinguished  Professor  Emer 
itus  of  Pathology  in  the  School  of 
Medicine  at  this  University  has  been 
working  for  more  than  sixty  years  to 
discover  ways  to  correct  the  symptoms 
of  the  genetic  bleeding  disorder.  His 
work  began  in  the  1940s  with  the  dis- 
covery that  the  lack  of  the  anti-hemo- 
philic  factor — now  known  as  Factor 
VIII — results  in  the  hemophilic  condi- 
tion. With  two  colleagues  he  devised  a 
test  to  calculate  the  speed  with  which 
blood  clots,  and  Dr.  Brinkhous  then 
went  on  to  devise  another  test  to  mea- 
sure how  much  Factor  VIII  is  present 
in  a  patients  plasma.  His  research  on 
the  genetic  basis  of  the  disease  enabled  him  to  develop 
a  preparation  from  human  plasma  as  the  first  effective 
therapy  for  hemophilia.  The  concentrate,  reconstituted 
with  water  and  transfused,  is  now  the  standard  therapy 
for  hemophilia  throughout  the  world.  His  work  has 
led  to  additional  breakthroughs  in  the  treatment  of 
other  clotting  disorders  by  using  a  derivative  of  snake 
venom  to  attract  blood  clotting  platelets  to  injured 
blood  vessels  and  sealing  them.  Today,  more  than  a  half 
century  after  his  first  discovery,  Dr.  Brinkhous  is  an 
acknowledged  leader  in  the  effort  to  achieve  the  ulti- 
mate cure  for  hemophilia — namely,  the  replacement  of 
the  defective  gene  with  a  normal  one.  Two  years  ago 
the  National  Institutes  of  Health  refunded  his  research, 
making  him  the  first  American  investigator  to  receive 
continuous  NIH  research  funding  for  fifty  years. 


A  native  of  Iowa,  he  earned  degrees  in 
Chemistry  and  Medicine  at  the  University  of  Iowa. 
He  served  in  the  Army  Medical  Corps  in  World  War 
II,  rising  to  the  rank  of  Commanding  Officer.  He 
came  to  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  as  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Pathology  in 
1946  and  continued  in  that  role  until 
1973,  helping  to  develop  a  pathology 
service  for  the  new  North  Carolina 
Memorial  Hospital  and  for  physicians, 
hospitals,  and  clinics  throughout 
North  Carolina.  He  created  a  distin- 
guished teaching  program  in  pathol- 
ogy for  medical  students,  residents, 
dental  students,  and  graduate  students. 

His  pioneering  achievements 
have  been  recognized  with  many  hon- 
ors, including  the  Gold  Headed  Cane, 
awarded  by  the  American  Association  of  Pathologists 
to  the  physician  who  represents  "the  highest  ideals  in 
medicine  and  pathology."  He  has  received  an  honorary 
Doctor  of  Science  degree  from  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago and  more  than  twenty  other  state,  national,  and 
international  awards.  In  1961  the  Consolidated  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  presented  him  with  the  O. 
Max  Gardner  Award  for  the  "greatest  contribution  to 
the  welfare  of  the  human  race." 

Kenneth  Brinkhous  has  justly  been  called  the 
foremost  scientist  of  the  twentieth  century  in  the  field 
of  blood  coagulation.  For  the  high  quality  of  his  re- 
search and  for  his  contributions  as  a  teacher  and  ad- 
ministrator to  this  campus  and  state — attended  by  years 
of  patient  and  persistent  dedication — this  University 
takes  special  pleasure  in  awarding  him  this  degree.

BESS  LOMAX  HAWES

^       xpressions  of  the  creative  genius  ot  ordinary 
J  people,  popularly  known  as  folklore,  have 
also  inspired  the  creative  genius  of  Bess  Hawes. 
Daughter  of  the  pioneer  folklorist  John  A.  Lomax  and 
sister  to  field  collector  and  theorist 
Alan  Lomax,  she  was  born  in  Texas, 
where  she  sometimes  accompanied 
her  father  on  ballad-hunting  expedi- 
tions. She  later  studied  for  a  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree  at  Bryn  Mawr  College 
and  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  in 
Folklore  at  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia at  Berkeley. 

During  the  1940s,  she 
became  active  in  the  folksong  revival, 
singing  with  groups  such  as  the 
Almanac  Singers.  She  and  her  brother 
also  began  recording  and  sponsoring 
concerts  by  folk  singers  such  as  Lead- 
belly.  Unlike  academic  tolklorists  of  this  period,  the 
Lomaxes  recognized  the  artistry  of  prisoners,  itinerant 
workers,  gospel  singers,  and  African  Americans. 

In  1957  she  began  teaching  folklore, 
ethnomusicology,  and  anthropology  at  a  number  of 
universities  in  California,  eventually  becoming 
Professor  of  Anthropology  at  California  State  Univer- 
sity at  Northridge.  As  author,  she  published  with 
Georgia  folksinger  Bessie  Smith  Jones  a  ground- 
breaking book  entitled  Step  It  Down — Games,  Plays, 
Songs  and  Stories  from  the  Afro-American  Heritage  (1972); 
this  study  marks  a  major  shift  toward  a  collaborative 
dialogue  between  the  ethnographer  and  her  sources. 
She  also  produced  a  pioneering  series  of  films  on 
traditional  music  and  dance,  including  Pizza  Pizza 


Daddy-O  (1968),  which  was  shown  at  the  1970  White 
House  Conference  on  Children. 

Bess  Hawes'  career  as  a  public  folklorist 
began  in  the  mid  1970s  when  she  served  as  Deputy 
Director  for  Preservation  at  the 
Smithsonian  Institution.  She  orga- 
nized the  massive  Festival  of  American 
Folklife  during  the  1976  American 
Bicentennial.  She  then  served  as 
Director  of  the  Folk  Arts  Program  of 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
from  1977  to  1992  and  proceeded  to 
define  and  create  the  field  of  public 
folklore  as  we  know  it  today.  She 
helped  to  establish  folklore  programs 
in  almost  every  state:  the  Folklife 
Section  of  the  North  Carolina  Arts 
Council  is  a  splendid  testament  to  this 
initiative.  She  created  apprenticeship 
programs  that  now  allow  communities  to  preserve 
their  own  folk  traditions,  and  she  worked  to  award 
grants  for  exhibitions,  films,  festivals,  and  concerts 
throughout  the  country. 

Not  the  least  of  her  achievements  is  her  long 
dedication  to  the  assimilation  of  folk  materials  from  all 
backgrounds  of  American  culture.  Her  credo  for  many 
years  has  been  simple  and  eloquent:  "All  God's 
children  have  folklore — there  are  no  ethnic  or  class 
requirements  for  inclusion  in  the  club." 

In  recognition  of  her  life's  work  of  perform- 
ing, preserving,  teaching,  and  promoting  the  folk  arts 
of  the  American  people  in  all  their  rich  diversity,  we 
take  special  pride  in  conferring  upon  Bess  Lomax 
Hawes  this  degree,  Doctor  of  Letters.

HUGH  LEON  McCOLL  JR.

m  n  his  twelve  years  as  Chief  Executive  Officer  of 
m.     NationsBank  Corporation,  Hugh  McColl  has 
redefined  the  practice  of  banking  in  modern  America. 
Today  that  bank  is  the  third  largest  in  America,  a 
corporation — centered  in  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina — that  extends  from 
Texas  to  Maryland. 

Born  in  Bennettsville,  South 
Carolina,  he  earned  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  Business  Administration 
from  this  University  in  1957  and  went 
on  to  serve  in  the  U.S.  Marine  Corps, 
rising  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant.  At  the 
age  of  24,  he  joined  the  bank  whose 
purpose  and  growth  he  would 
decisively  shape  in  the  years  ahead:  he 
became  its  president  before  his 
fortieth  birthday.  Through  acquisitions 
and  mergers,  through  developing 
untraditional  financial  services — ranging  from  selling 
stocks  to  handling  financial  instruments  for  larger 
corporations — he  has  pushed  modern  banking  toward 
unprecedented  services. 

Noting  the  success  of  NationsBank,  Hugh 
McColl  has  said,  "With  [growth]  comes  the  collateral 
responsibility  to  support  our  communities  in  other 
ways.  I'm  talking  about  support  for  education, 
medicine,  research,  the  arts — building  houses  for  the 
less  fortunate,  providing  and  preserving  jobs."  Those 
words  he  backed  up  by  allowing  employees  up  to  two 
hours  of  paid  time  each  week  to  volunteer  in  local 


schools.  Working  Mother  magazine  named  him  its  1993 
"Family  Champion"  for  his  creation  of  progressive 
work-and-family  programs  in  his  company.  He  has 
himself  swung  a  hammer  for  Habitat  for  Humanity 
and  describes  the  experience.  "I  am 
the  only  Habitat  worker  in  the  history 
of  the  organization  to  injure  himself 
twice  in  one  swing  of  the  hammer.  I 
hit  myself  in  the  head  with  the  claw 
drawing  it  back  and  I  hit  my  finger 
when  I  brought  it  down." 

A  far  more  successful  builder 
than  these  words  imply,  he  has 
responded  constantly  to  the  needs  of 
his  alma  mater.  He  has  been  Co-Chair 
of  the  University's  Bicentennial 
Campaign  Steering  Committee — 
helping  to  raise  more  than  $400 
million  in  that  ambitious  endeavor.  In 
recent  months  he  served  on  the  Chancellors  Search 
Committee  and  devised  a  bold  financial  package  to  aid 
dramatically  in  the  effort  to  construct  the  Sonja 
Haynes  Stone  Black  Cultural  Center  on  this  campus. 
The  Class  of  1989  invited  him  to  be  its  Commence- 
ment Speaker. 

For  daring  and  innovative  leadership  in  the 
world  of  modern  finance,  for  widening  that  leadership 
to  the  needs  of  surrounding  communities,  and  for  his 
unstinting  dedication  to  this  University,  we  salute 
Hugh  McColl  Jr.,  with  this  honorary  degree,  Doctor 
of  Laws.

LOUIS  DECIMUS  RUBIN  JR.

M  n  1953,  when  Louis  Rubin  co-edited  an  edition  of 
m    essays  that  he  called  "the  first  reasonably  thorough 
treatment  of  the  literature  of  the  modern  South,"  he 
remarked  in  the  "Preface"  that  the  call  for  papers  "was 
so  overwhelming,  and  so  encouraging, 
that  it  was  realized  just  how  wide- 
spread was  the  latent  interest  in 
Southern  writing,  and  how  potentially 
important  a  thoroughgoing  survey  and 
analysis  of  the  literature  of  the  modern 
South  might  be.  Accordingly  plans 
were  expanded  tenfold."  Now,  forty- 
two  years  later,  it  can  be  recognized 
that  Louis  Rubin  dedicated  his  career 
to  that  expansion,  one  that  has  far 
exceeded  that  original  tenfold  growth. 
The  renaissance  in  American  Southern 
literature  continues  to  this  day,  but  our 
understanding  of  its  richness  and 

range,  its  history  and  diversity,  surely  owes  more  to  him 
than  to  any  other  single  figure.  In  his  twenty-two  years 
as  a  Professor  of  English  at  this  University,  he  helped  to 
transform  that  department  into  the  center  of  Southern 
literary  studies,  shepherding  scores  of  dissertations  that 
would  later  become  books  and  steadily  producing  his 
own  critical  books  and  essays,  biographies,  histories, 
and — not  least — fiction  of  his  own  creation.  He 
published  more  than  thirty  book-length  studies,  many 
capturing  regional  and  national  prizes,  treating  various 
qualities  of  the  work  of  Southern  writers.  Students  of 


Louis  Rubin,  like  Lee  Smith,  Jill  McCorkle,  Annie 
Dillard,  John  Barth,  and  Kaye  Gibbons,  have  gone  on 
to  take  their  own  places  in  the  high  ranks  of  contem- 
porary Southern  and  American  letters. 

Anticipating  his  retirement  from 
the  University,  he  founded  in  1982  a 
publishing  house  in  Chapel  Hill  called 
Algonquin  Books.  As  he  expressed  it, 
"There  didn't  seem  to  be  any  reason 
why  there  shouldn't  be  a  good  full- 
fledged  nationally-oriented  trade 
publishing  house  in  the  South," 
catering  to  Southern  writers.  Algon- 
quin Books  prospered  during  the  years 
of  his  oversight  as  he  introduced 
another  generation  of  new  Southern 
writers  by  publishing  their  works. 

A  native  of  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  who  began  as  a  newspaper- 
man before  taking  his  graduate  degrees  at  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  he  went  on  to  teach  at  Hollins 
College  for  a  decade  before  coming  here.  He  became 
University  Distinguished  Professor  of  English.  Upon  his 
retirement  in  1989,  the  sixteen-campus  University  of 
North  Carolina  conferred  on  him  its  highest  honor,  the 
O.  Max  Gardner  Award.  Today,  we  summon  Louis  D. 
Rubin  Jr.,  from  his  home  on  Gimghoul  Road  in 
Chapel  Hill  to  receive  our  own  highest  award,  this 
honorary  degree,  Doctor  of  Letters.

m    he  drama  critic  for  one  of  the  national 
m.      weekly  news  magazines  recently  called  Anna 
Deavere  Smith  "the  most  exciting  individual  in  Amen 
can  theater  right  now."  She  is  surely  the  most  original 
as  well.  In  her  one-woman  perfor- 
mances she  assumes  the  roles  of  per- 
sons she  has  interviewed  who  are  in- 
volved in  contemporary  and  often 
controversial  incidents  in  American 
society.  "I'm  interested,"  she  has  said, 
"in  telling  every  side  of  the  story."  In 
Fires  in  the  Mirror:  Crown  Heights, 
Brooklyn,  and  Other  Identities  (1992), 
she  assumes  the  roles  of  Jews  and  Afri- 
can Americans,  males  and  females,  old 
and  young,  in  a  sequence  that  fixes 
upon  an  interracial  clash  in  1991  in 
Brooklyn.  Her  performance  earned 
her  the  Village  Voice  off-Broadway 
award  (the  Obie)  and  other  awards. 

More  recently,  Twilight,  Los  Angeles,  1992, 
applies  the  same  dramatic  technique  to  the  upheaval 
that  occurred  in  that  city  following  the  acquittal  of 
four  policemen  in  1992  for  the  beating  of  Rodney 
King.  She  interviewed  more  than  175  people  and 
chose  twenty-seven  of  them — blacks,  whites,  Koreans, 
Latinos,  policemen,  journalists,  politicians — to  be 
acted  out  by  herself  using  the  language  recorded  in  the 


interviews.  The  result  is  a  riveting  evocation  of  racial 
tensions  in  modern  American  society.  Both  this  play 
and  Fires  in  the  Mirror  have  been  broadcast  on  PBS  as 
part  of  the  "American  Playhouse"  series. 

These  plays  and  others  make  up 
a  part  of  a  large,  ambitious  work  that 
she  is  calling  On  the  Road:  A  Search  for 
American  Character. 

Anna  Deavere  Smith  won  the 
Drama-Logue  Award  for  Playwriting 
for  her  play  Piano  (1991)  and  collabo- 
rated in  the  production  of  a  ballet  en- 
titled Hymn  (1994).  She  performed  in 
films  like  Ivan  Reitman's  Dave  and 
Jonathan  Demme's  Philadelphia. 

She  grew  up  in  Baltimore, 
graduated  from  Beaver  College,  and 
has  taught  at  New  York  University, 
Carnegie  Mellon  University,  and  Yale 
University.  Today  she  is  Ann  O'Day  Maples  Protessor 
of  the  Arts  at  Stanford  University. 

Redefining  the  very  nature  of  modern  dra- 
maturgy as  playwright,  performance  artist  and  teacher, 
Anna  Deavere  Smith  is  helping  to  inspire  a  revitalization 
of  the  American  stage  at  the  end  of  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury. This  University  takes  special  pleasure  in  inviting 
her — in  the  middle  of  her  extraordinary  career — to 
receive  our  own  honor,  this  degree,  Doctor  of  Letters. 


NOTES  ON  ACADEMIC  DRESS 


M  he  following  information,  condensed  from  An 
m     Academic  Costume  Code  and  Ceremony  Guide  and 
published  by  the  American  Council  on  Education, 
may  be  helpful  in  identifying  academic  attire  worn 
during  today's  ceremony. 

The  history  of  academic  dress  dates  back  to  the 
European  Middle  Ages  when  scholars  at  the  oldest 
universities  were  clerics.  Capes  with  hoods  and  warm 
caps  were  needed  in  cold,  drafty  buildings.  The  desire 
for  a  uniform  appearance  ("well  born,  well  turned- 
out,  and  somewhat  learned,"  read  one  medieval 
formula)  and  for  marks  to  distinguish  bachelor's, 
master's,  and  doctoral  degree  candidates  led  to  the 
development  of  today's  academic  costume. 

In  1895,  representatives  from  American  colleges 
and  universities  met  at  Columbia  University  and 
fashioned  a  standard  code  of  academic  dress  for  this 
country.  The  code,  modified  in  1 959,  is  still  in  force. 
The  costumes,  colors,  trimmings,  and  patterns  you 
see  are  traditional,  and  refer  to  the  specific  degree  and 
field  of  study. 

The  bachelor's  gown,  designed  to  be  worn  closed, 
has  pointed  sleeves.  The  master's  gown,  which  may  be 
worn  open  or  closed,  has  an  oblong  sleeve,  open  at 
the  wrist,  that  hangs  nearly  to  the  ground;  the  back 
part  of  its  oblong  shape  is  square  cut  and  the  arc  in 
the  front  is  cut  away.  The  doctor's  gown  may  be  worn 
open  or  closed,  and  has  bell-shaped  sleeves. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed. 
Doctors'  gowns  are  usually  faced  with  black  velvet, 
with  three  bars  across  the  sleeves,  although  the  color 
of  the  velvet  may  vary  according  to  the  field  of  study. 
Hoods,  which  differ  in  length  for  the  three  degrees, 
are  lined  with  official  colors  of  the  university  or 
college  that  conferred  the  degree,  usually  with  one 
color  forming  a  chevron  pattern  over  the  other.  Some 
colors  you  will  see  on  faculty  and  administrators' 
robes  are:  the  crimson  of  Harvard,  the  maroon  of 
Chicago,  the  light  blue  and  white  of  North  Carolina, 
the  orange  and  black  of  Princeton,  and  the  dark  blue 
of  Yale. 

Hoods  also  are  edged  and  bound  with  velvet  in  the 
color  appropriate  to  the  field  of  study.  You  will  see 
many  hoods  in  our  procession  edged  with  dark  blue, 
for  doctor  of  philosophy  (Ph.D.).  The  colors  in  the 
hoods  and  gowns  of  faculty  represent  the  following 
fields  in  which  degrees  were  taken:

The  University  Seal 


The  first  seal  of  The  University  of 
North  Carolina,  designed  in  1 790, 
showed  the  face  of  Apollo  and  his 
emblem  the  rising  sun,  used  to 
symbolize  the  dawn  of  higher 
education  in  the  state.  The  words 
"SIGUL  UNIVERSITAT  CAROL 
SEPTENT"  (Seal  of  The  University  of 
North  Carolina)  surrounded  the  drawing. 

A  modification  in  1895  added  lighted  torches  of 
learning  beside  Apollo's  profile.  Two  years  later  another 
alteration  replaced  Apollo's  head  with  a  shield  on  which 


the  words  Lux  (light)  and  Libertas  (liberty),  separated  by  a 
white  band  running  from  the  upper  right  to  the  lower 
left  of  the  shield,  appeared. 

In  the  1940s  some  people  mistakenly  claimed  the 
white  stripe  on  the  shield  was  a  bend  sinister,  a  heraldic 
code  that  was  demeaning.  In  truth,  the  stripe  was  a  bar 
sinister  and  merely  denoted  a  second  or  later  son.  Still, 
the  direction  of  the  stripe  was  reversed,  removing  any 
question  of  stigma. 

Today's  seal  is  the  same  as  the  1897  version, 
except  the  stripe  runs  from  the  upper  left  to  the  lower 
right.

fln  September  1796  Carolina  stu- 

 m.  dent  Davie  Gillespie  began  working 

with  a  group  of  men  to  determine  the 
Southern  boundary  of  the  United  States. 
His  instructors  gave  Gillespie  a  document 
to  carry  as  proof  that  he  had  been  a  stu- 
dent at  The  University  of  North  Carolina. 
The  document,  now  in  the  Library  of 
Congress,  was  signed  by  his  professors  and 
ended  with  the  statement,  "We  thought  it 
proper  to  give  him  this  certificate." 

The  University's  first  graduating 


class  in  1798  included  Hinton  James,  the 
first  student  to  enroll.  Seven  men  received 
the  first  documents  that  by  today's  stan- 
dards can  be  called  UNC-Chapel  Hill  di- 
plomas. One  of  the  original  diplomas  is  in 
the  Southern  Historical  Collection  in  Wil- 
son Library. 

During  the  University's  early  years, 
Commencement  at  Carolina  was  a  time  for 
examinations  and  promotions  to  higher 
classes.  There  was  a  commencement,  but 
no  degrees  awarded  and  no  graduation.

Di  and  Phi  Graduates 
Celebrate  Societies' 
Bicentennial 


G 


raduating  members  of  the  Dialectic  and 


Philanthropic  Societies,  Carolina's  oldest 
student  organizations,  will  wear  special  cords  today  in 
recognition  of  the  societies'  bicentennial. 

The  societies'  origins  date  back  to  June  1795, 
when  the  creation  of  the  Debating  Club  was  soon 
followed  by  a  dissenting  faction  forming  the  rival  Con- 
cord Society.  Shortly  thereafter  the  two  groups  changed 
their  names  to  their  Greek  equivalents,  the  Dialectic  and 
Philanthropic  Societies. 

Known  to  later  generations  as  the  Di  and  the 
Phi,  the  societies  became  responsible  for  the  expansion 
and  upkeep  of  two  libraries  containing  more  than  ten 
thousand  volumes  each  by  1895.  During  the  past  200 
years,  the  societies  have  promoted  oration  and  debate  as 
supplements  to  classroom  studies.  The  societies  are 
credited  with  developing  the  University's  first  student 
government  and  first  honor  code. 

Perhaps  the  best  known  vestiges  of  the  societies 
are  the  school  colors  of  blue  and  white,  which  originated 
from  colors  worn  by  Dis  and  Phis  at  social  events  during 
the  1800s.  During  today's  ceremony,  Dis  will  wear 
Carolina  Blue  cords  and  Phis  will  wear  white  cords. 

During  their  bicentennial  year,  the  Di  and  Phi 
sponsored  receptions  for  former  society  members,  or 
senators,  as  they  refer  to  themselves,  and  received  nation- 
wide recognition  for  their  contributions  to  education 
from  dignitaries  such  as  President  Bill  Clinton.  Approxi- 
mately 150  former  senators  attended  functions  associated 
with  the  societies'  200th  year. 

Readings  from  members'  works,  formal  discus- 
sions, readings  from  favorite  or  unusual  authors,  as  well 
as  sponsoring  concerts  and  guest  speakers,  are  some  of 
the  societies'  regular  activities.

M  M   raduates  wearing  gold  honors  cords  on  their 
  gowns  committed  their  senior  years  to  excel- 
ling academically  in  the  Senior  Honors  Program.  Students 
who  graduate  with  honors  have  in  most  cases  designed  and 
executed  a  significant  research  or  creative  project  under  the 
guidance  of  a  faculty  adviser,  then  completed  an  honors  thesis. 
Each  student  defends  the  thesis  before  a  faculty  committee, 
which  recommends  successful  candidates  for  graduation  with 
honors.  To  be  eligible  for  the  program  a  student  must  have  at 
least  a  3.2  overall  grade  point  average. 

Approximately  3,400  Carolina  alumni  have  success- 
fully participated  in  the  Senior  Honors  Program  since  it  began 
in  1917.  Today's  senior  class  includes  nearly  250  graduates  who 
participated  in  senior  honors  programs  in  fifty  departments, 
curricula,  and  professional  schools  throughout  the  University. 

The  additional  accolade  of  graduation  "with  highest 
honors"  singles  out  the  exceptionally  accomplished  student 
and  the  thesis  that  exemplifies  the  highest  possible  level  of 
undergraduate  scholarship.  Not  every  department  recom- 
mends candidates  for  "highest  honors"  each  year. 

The  Office  of  Honors  in  The  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  administers  the  Senior  Honors  Program  and  the 
honors  curriculum  for  freshmen,  sophomores,  and  juniors.

Undergraduate  students  in  Academic  Affairs  or 
Health  Affairs  who  graduate  with  a  3.5  or  better  overall  grade 
point  average  receive  diplomas  that  include  the  phrase  "with 
Distinction."  Students  completing  at  least  forty-five  hours  of 
undergraduate  coursework  at  Carolina  while  earning  a  3.8  or 
better  overall  grade  point  average  receive  diplomas  inscribed 
"with  Highest  Distinction."  This  designation  provides  uni- 
form, University-wide  recognition  of  sustained  high-level 
undergraduate  performance.
